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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To provide a method of more surely 
preventing illicit, use of a 
magnetic card by forgery and alteration. 
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CONSTITUTION: The length of the magnetic tracks 
extending from the end to 

the end in the longitudinal direction of the 
magnetic card 1 is provided with a 

function to indicate the remaining number of times. 
A cutter 3 cuts the 

position apart by the size meeting the number of 
the used times from one end in 

the longitudinal direction of the magnetic card so 
as to intersect with the 

magnetic tracks. The length of the magnetic card 
is shortened in such a 

manner. The magnetic tracks of such magnetic card 
are magnetically scanned to 

detect the length and the number of the used times 

of the magnetic card, which 

are then collated with each other. The 

authenticity of the magnetic card is 

thus decided. 
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
